Marsden, Com-
minsionor of Agriculture, specimens
of the libre ol Sansovieria Zeylanica,
grown at the Government nursery,
and rops made from the same fibre
by hand by a Japanose laborer at
the nursery. It appears to be a
superh cordage fibre. The speci-
mens are lnrml for the Hawaiian
oxhibit, Midwiuter Fair. San Fran.
CIRCO.

Mr. Marsden said the Sansevieria
was suited for moist, rich soil such
as coffes plmlinf required, and its
cultivation could go hand in hand
with that product. Sisal, however,
is the coming fibre plant for these
islands, the Commissioner says, as it
will grow on the most arid and bar
ren wastes that can be found. In-
deed, if his language was put down
literally, it would make tho reader
believe that sisal would grow on a
tin roof or the top of a Fischer steol
range.
